I want to bring to your attention the improper handling 
of an arrest fingerprint card prepared on October 3, 1953, by the 
Jt* Joseph, Missouri, ollce .Department on Robert Clinton lirsten, 
who appears to be identical with Gerald Thomas lambkins* The 
inability of the Identification Division to make a positive 
identification on this card and to natch it with the prior arrest 
record of lambkins is a source of great concern to the bureau. It 
is of even more concern that eeveral representatives of the Identi- 
fication ivtsion at the time of handling and in connection with 
a subsequent examination neglected to appropriately reference the 
right index finger pattern * 


If the Bureau should accept the opinion that the arrest 
fingerprint cards relating to lambkins and covering arrests of 
January 31, 1953$ July 33, 1953$ July 34, 1953$ Pay 19, 1953, and 
October 3, 1933, were all oorrectly handled by the Identification 
Division, there would be established a loophole whioh will raise 
the question as to the usefulness and validity of fingerprints as 
a means of positive identification in connection with routine 
searching and filing • Obviously, thess cards were not all handled 
as tney should have been * ff the fingerprint card of October 2 
had carried a reference to an ulnar loop for the right Index finger 
instead of ,a tented arch classification without reference , the

I want you to take prompt and effective steps 
to make certain that sue h a situation does not recur , and 
I shall hold you personally responsible, for effective per- 
sonnel controls within yovr Division . 

There were a number of favorable findings reported 
by the Inspector , including the voluntary classifying of a 
huge number of fingerprints by employees outside of regular 
work hours . There were other indications of favorable progress • 
1* a matter of fact, it wao particularly apparent that much 
progress had been made in your Division between certain checks 
of Inspector Brown on 9/23/53 and those of Inspeotor fdwards 
in early December . These favorable trends should continue . 

On j£ Ae olM,er however, I want to impress noon you most 

vigorously the absolute necessity of keeping errors to a 
minimum and arranging for the Identification Division to 
furnish prompt, efficient and reliable service to all contribu- 
tors.

Dear Mr, Tracy : 

In connection with the consideration by the 
Executives Conference on December 17, 1963, of the question 
of the acceptance of appli can t~type fingerprints from the 
railroads and other common carriers , my attention has been 
directed to the fact that a request '.for the handling of such 
fingerprints received from the Northern Pacific Railway 
Company was previously presented to the Executives Conference 
on November 19, 1953, following which the Chief Special Agent 
of that railroad was advised that the Bureau could not 
accept appltc antitype fingerprints. In connection with 
that decision I now note that you failed to inform the 
members of the Executives Conference on November 19, 1953, 
that there were certain exceptions to the general rule 
covering this matter and that actually the Bureau was 
accepting fingerprints of thts type from several other 
railroads, 

Xt is clear that you were at fault in not 
fumtshing full and complete information to the Executives 
Conference at the ttme it considered the request of the 
Northern Pacific Railway Company, Nad you done so a 
different decision undoubtedly would have been reached 
at that time instead of later, I want to impress upon i 

you that Matters of this nature must receive more 1 

careful consideration and attention on your part in the > 
future so that no further such omissions will be

INSPECTOR BROWN: Mr. Tracy has endeavored to follow the 

Instructions issued during previous 
inspections. The procedures now in effect in the Identification 
Division have been studied during previous Inspections and 
surveys, and are being studied continuously by personnel of 
the Identification Division, in an effort to increase production 
by streamlining, by eliminating unnecessary operations, and by 
i the use of time-saving mechanical devices. Spot-check inter- 
im views with hew employees indicate Mr. Tracy is meeting these 

* employees shortly after they are assigned to the -Identification 
Division, remedying a condition noted In a previous inspection. 

During the period from July 22 to August 28, 
T9j>3» 200 employees handled the classification of $0,000 finger- 
print cards by voluntary work before and after regular working 
hours at home and on a Saturday. On the average one person 
could classify 200 cards a day, and It would have taken 250 
employees to complete these 5°»000 cards In one working day. 

The names of these employees are set forth in the November, 

1953, Issue of -^'The investigator”. Each employee also re- 
ceived a letter of commendation. 




The top supervisory staff of the Technical

Most of the employees begin work promptly

Stanley J. Tracy, an Assistant Director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation for the past thirteen years, will retire from the organization 
on May 31, 1954* 

In accepting Mr. Tracy 1 s letter of resignation, Director J. Edgar 
Hoover said: "I would be .less than frank if I withheld my feelings of 

reluctance to approve your request... I am particularly qualified by personal 
observation and first-hand knowledge to appraise your invaluable services 
because of your long assignment 'to my immediate office and your current position 
as Assistant Director in charge of the Identification Division." 

Stanley Tracy was 'born September 11, 1900, in Ogden, Utah. In 1918 
he secured employment with the government, attending, at the same time. The 
George Washington University, Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Tracy received an LL. B. Degree from The George Washington 
thiversity Law School in 1925, became a member of the District of Columbia Bar 
in 1926, and of the Utah State Bar the following year. He was admitted to 
practice in the United States District Court, Utah, in 1933, and admitted to 
practice before the United States Supreme Court on May 12, 1947. 

Assistant Director Tracy is a member of the American Legion, 

Sigma Nu Fraternity, International Association of Chiefs of Police, International 
Association for Identification, Rotary International, Free and Accepted Masons, 
American .Federation of Government ’Employees (A.F. of L.), American Bar Associ- 
ation, Utah State Bar, The General Alumni Association of The George Washington 
University, Pyramid Honor Society and the Honorary Journalistic Society of The 
George Washington University.

Mr. Tracy presently holds the position of Assistant Secretary of 
the Criminal Law Section of the American Bar Association and is president 
of the General Alumni Association of The George Washington University. 

Mr. Tracy began his career in the FBI after broad experience In the 
War and Treasury Departments and the Department of Labor. He also served as 
an Examiner for the Naturalization Service and for the Veterans Administration 
He entered the Federal Bureau of Investigation on September 11, 1933, and was 
called to its Washington, D.C., headquarters in 1934* In December of 1934, 
Director Hoover chose Mr. Tracy to assist him in his immediate office where 
he served for seven years. In September, 1.941, he was designated Assistant 
Director in charge of the vitally important Identification Division and 
Technical Laboratory. There were approximately 22,000,000 fingerprint cards 
on file when Mr. Traqy was placed. In charge of the Identification Division. 

His stewardship covered the period' of that Division' s great wartime expansion. 
Today there are more than'130 ,000,000 fingerprint cards on file in the FBI.

Assistant Director Stanley J. Tracy ^retired from the Bureau's service 
on May 31, .after completing .more than twenty years with the FBI. 

During, Mr. Tracy's .years of servicjeas head of the Identification Division

Bar, and has been admitted to practice before the United States Supreme Court. 

Assistant Director Tracy is a member of the American Legion, Sigma Nu fraternity. 
International Association of Chiefs of Police, International Association for Identification 
and the Rotary International. For years he has been active in the American Federation 
of Government Employees and The George Washington University Alumni Association. 

He is currently serving in the important post of President of the General Alumni 
Association. of the University.
